Petitioner respectfully submits as follows: 


1. That the above mentioned Writ Petition (Civil) 833 of 2013 is pending 


final disposal before this Hon'ble Court. That this Writ Petition was 


batched together along with other similar petitions challenging the 










constitutional validity of the “Unique Identification Number System 
and the “Aadhar Card Scheme” on various grounds. All these petitions 
challenging the “Aadhar Card Scheme” were referred to a larger bench 
by an order of this Hon’ble Court dated 11/08/2015. 

The Petitioners, who are social workers working for the upliftment of 
the economically and/or socially backward classes, filed the above- 
mentioned Public Interest petition - being aggrieved inter cilia by the 
implementation of the ‘Unique Identification Number’ System (UID) 
which has now been linked to various Welfare Schemes. 

That the below mentioned documents could have not been filed as the 
same were not available with the petitioners at the time of filing of this

petition and therefore were not brought on record before this Hon’ble

Court. Further, it is submitted that a fresh bunch of Interlocutory 
Applications were moved by the Union of India and other respondents 
asking for modification/clarification of the Interim Orders that were 
passed by this court along with the reference order on 11.08.2015. 

That the following additional documents are necessary to adjudicate 
this matter finally as they outline how infact the Aadhar scheme has 
led to multiple exclusions at both the state and Central levels. Many 
individuals have been excluded from a range of important social 
service schemes available merely on the ground that they did not 
possess an Aadhar Card, which is clearly in contravention of the 
Orders passed by this Hon’ble Court. These exclusions also highlight 
how multiple identifications necessary for accessing various schemes 






is still the best way forward. 


The following documents highlight a pattern of violations of this 
Hon’ble Courts orders by the respondents, and other authorities, which 
are mandated under Article 144 of the Constitution, to act in aid of this 

Hon'ble Court.

in May 2015, to examine why a large number of beneficiaries did not 

take their rations upon the introduction of e-POS (electronic Point of 

Sale) machines for distribution of rations. The e-POS system requires 

the beneficiaries to possess an Aadhar number, and depends on the

Aadhar data being seeded. The study, which examines five Fair Price

Shops where 50 percent and above'beneficiaries were “left over,” finds __ 
that most common reason for the low off-take was because there was a 
finger print authentication failure, or because the e-POS machine 
wasn’t used at all. Thus, this study contradicts the claims of the 
respondent government that the Aadhaar card has resulted in a huge 
saving to the government by weeding out fake entries, but 
demonstrates that its use has in effect acted as a barrier to entitled 
beneficiaries who are unable to access their entitlement for no fault of 
their own.

Further, the documents numbered as Annexure A-27 to Annexure A- 
31 are all circulars issued by various Government Ministries, all of 
which direct government officials to ensure that the beneficiaries under 
various schemes have Aadhar numbers. These notifications and 
circulars illustrate the various means of explicit and covert coercion 
utilized by the respondent government and other authorities to ensure 
that citizens enroll for Aadhar, and highlight a pattern of deliberate 
coercion that the government is following to ensure that citizens enroll 
for Aadhar cards, in the absence of which they are to be denied 
entitlements that are otherwise due to them. The documents annexed as 
notifications and circulars herewith are as follows:

Summary: Refusing to issue Caste Certificate on the ground of not having Aadhar 
card is unlawful and against the orders of the Supreme Court. Mechanical rejection 
of application, non-compliance of Section 4(1 )(c) and (d) of RTI Act, imposing new 
conditions without prior information to the people are violations of RTI Act which 
would attract the penalty proceedings. Commission directs the respondents to 
declare reasons for the new policy/administrative decision both in Hindi and 
English languages, inform the appellant about fate of his application for caste 
certificate as asked under RTI and Commission also initiated penal proceedings. 
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The appellant is present. The Public Authority is represented by Mr. C.L.Meena, 


Tesildar, Patel Nagar, O/o SDM(Patel Nagar), GNCTD, Delhi. 

FACTS: 

2. Appellant through his RTI application dated 06.06.2013 had sought for information with 
respect to the application submitted for obtaining Caste Certificate i.e when the department 
recieved the application, copy of the application, details of the officer who dealt with the 
application, etc. Having recieved no information within the prescribed period, the 
Complainant prefered First Appeal. PIO thereafter replied on 09-07-2013. FAA by his Order 

dated NIL directed the PIO to provide the complete information. In Compliance of FAA Order, 

* 

PIO responded on 17-02-2014. Being unsatisfied with the information furnished, the appellant 
has approached the Commission-in Second Appeal. i 

DECISION 

3. Both the parties made their submissions. The appellant made an application for 
caste certificate in 2012, when Adhar Card was not an essential requirement for this. 
There was huge delay in responding to his application. Meanwhile, as represented by 
the APIO there is a major change in the requirement for caste certificate. Now the 
adhar card is made essential, without which the application is rejected by the 
Computer itself as the new software does not accept the applications without aadhar 
card number. It is a serious policy issue which is affecting the people and creating 

the difficulties in getting the caste certificate. 

Section 4 of RTI Act, says: Every public authority shall— (c) publish all 
relevant facts while formulating important policies or announcing the 
decisions which affect public, (d) provide reasons for its administrative or 
quasi-judicial decisions to affected persons. 
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From the RTI application of the appellant, it reveals that the Department has not 
made any public announcement as to the requirement of adhar card for issuing the 
Caste certificate which is a very serious policy decision affecting millions of people. 
Section 4(1 )(d) of the RTI Act also madates the Public Authority to provide reasons 
for its administrative or judicial decisions, affecting the people. This is an 
administrative decision of the public authority to impose Aadhar as a condition for 
securing the Caste Certificate. This was incorporated into the software and that is 
rejecting the applications for caste certificate mechanically finding no Aadhar card 
resulting in denial of other benefits based on the caste certificate. Thus the Public 
Authority has violated these, two provisions of RTI Act which should have been 

i 

voluntarily disclosed by the Public authority without somebody asking for information 
under RTI. The RTI Act made it clear that what a public authority shpUld disclose on 
its own is different from the informaiton that could be sought as a right by applicants 
by paying fee. Non-disclosure of obligatory information under .Section 4 compells the 
people to pay Rs 10 and seek information under 3 which is against the spirit of RTI 
Act. The Publi Authorityhas violated Section 4 and also Section 3 of the RTI Act by 
not providing it at least, in response to the application. 


4. The appellant has quoted an order of the Supreme Court [UIDAI Vs CBI (Special 
Leave to Appeal (Crl) No(s).2524/2014)] stating that adhar card should not be an 
impediment in providing certain services to the citizens. In fact that information was given by 
the respondent department itself. In its Order of March 24, 2014, the Supreme Court said 
that an Aadhar card was not compulsory for availing any facility from a government authority 
and any authority making such a card mandatory would have to modify its circulars and 


notifications to that effect.

5. It is pathetic that even after the RTI application is filed long ago, such information was not 


given to the appellant. The Commission, therefore, directs the Public Authority to explain the 


reasons for formulating a policy of making adhar card number mandatory for issuance of 


caste certificate. For a long time they were issuing caste certificates without insisting on this 


new condition. It also their duty to inform the people that Aadhar card number has to be 


provided while seeking the Caste Certificate. It is breach of principles of natural justice to 


deny the certificate which they were getting all these years without informing them the 


change in the requirement. Whether a person is eligible to get Aadhar card or not, he would 


be certainly eligible to get certfication of his caste. The PIO cannot take the execuse of 


absence of adhar card to deny the rights of the people. This was made very specific by the 

i 

Supreme Court on several occassions. The Commission directs the PIO to explain why 


penalty cannot be imposed for denial of information and violation of RTI Act, within 21 days 


from the receipt of this order. The Commission directs the head of the Public Authority to 


explain the reasons for such policy which is in clear violation of orders of Supreme Court and 


their proposed action thereof to resolve the problems in the issue of caste certificates in the 


form of a policy document, which shall be placed on official website in both Hindi and English 


languages, a copy of which shall be served on the appellant and this Commission within one 


month from the date of receipt of this order. 


6. The Commission also directs the respondent authority to inform the appellant about fate 


of his application for caste certificate within 15 days from the date of receipt of this order. 


The appeal is disposed of.

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Introduction and Context 


13.0 


The AP (Andhra Pradesh) state government installed electronic-POS 
(Point of Sale) machines at fair price shops to weed out bogus ration 
card holders. To get ration via e-POS machines it is required that the 
ration card holder and other members in the ration card have valid 
Aadhar cards. The ration card owner and other members on the card 
are then required to go to the nearest Mee Seva center and get 
enrolled. Enrolment process involves capturing photos, biometric 
and iris impressions of the beneficiaries by Mee Seva. Once the 
enrolment process is completed, it is the responsibility of MRO office 
to finish the Aadhar seeding which involves linking Aadhar numbers

to the appropriate ration cards. Both Aadhar seeding and usage of e-

POS machines together help identify and remove inactive, duplicate, 
non-existent and dead units registered under the Public Distribution 
System (PDS). 

The AP Civil Supplies Department initiated e-POS machine based 
ration distribution in the month of May this year across several FP 
Shops (fair price shops) in the state. The results of this initiative 
revealed a mixed bag of interesting findings. Ration disbursement 
data captured from 5358 FP shops revealed that of 31, 00,419 
existing ration cards about 6, 87,519 card holders did not take the 
ration in the month of May 2015. This is about 22 per cent of the 
beneficiaries. When FP shop-wise data was analysed it was found 
that in about 125 FP shops the percentage of left over ration card

holders is 50 per cent and above. Of about 85589 ration card holders 
in these 125 FP shops, nearly 50151 did not take ration in May 2015. 

In this context AP Civil Supplies Commissioner roped in the services 
of SSAAT (Society for Social Audit, Accountability and 
Transparency) to find out the actual reasons behind the huge 
number of left over beneficiaries. SSAAT was asked to do a quick 
audit/survey of 5 FP shops across 3 districts of Anantapur, 
Prakasam and Nellore. Accordingly one FP shop each, in 
Mudigubba mandal in Anantapur district, Cheemakurthi and Ongole 
in Prakasam district and Allur and Nellore (urban) in Nellore district 
were chosen and audit was done on the 29th and 30th of May 2015. 













Methodology 


The methodology adopted for this audit was to meet the left over 
beneficiary directly and get first hand information about the ration not 
taken in the month of May 2015. Also a quick interaction with the FP 
shop dealer to get her/his opinion was incorporated as part of the 
survey. Accordingly two tools have been adopted - 

• Door-to-door surveyl of each of the sample left over beneficiary 

• An informal conversation with the FP dealers 

Sample 

The sample districts and mandals were chosen based/on the 

suggestion of the Commissioner AP Civil Supplies. The FP shops 

/ 

were chosen based on the percentage of left over ration card holders 
and also to get a blend of rural, semi-urban and urban scenarios. 
The FP shops included in the survey are - 

1. FP Shop No. 1238025 in Mudigubba mandal of Anantapur 
district 

2. FP Shop No. 829007 in Cheemakurthi mandal of Prakasam 
district 

3. FP Shop No. 881005 in Ongole mandal of Praksam district 

4. FP Shop No. 915001 in Allur mandal of Nellore district 

5. FP Shop No. 982970 in Nellore (urban) of Nellore district

Human Resources 



SSAAT deployed its DRPs (District Resource Persons) for this task. 
25 DRPs were engaged and allotted to the above districts based on 
the number of beneficiaries to be met. Accordingly, Nellore being the 
highest got 9 DRPs allotted, Allur 6, Ongole 3, Cheemakurthi 3 and 
Mudigubba 4. Each DRP met around 30 left over ration card holders 
on an average. All the DRPs were given complete list of the left over 
beneficiaries (that was shared with SSAAT by AP Online) from which 
they were asked to choose the 20 per cent sample covering as many 
geographically distributed households as possible. Orientation on the 
survey and the format-was given by SSAAT state team to the DRPs

over phone. The survey/audit started on the 29th and continued till

30th morning. Post survey, the DRPs were also engaged for data 
entry of the survey results. The data entry finished by 30th evening. 
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Overall Findings & FP Shop-wise Findings2 

The audit of the 5 FP shops in Mudigubba, Cheemkurthi, Ongole, 
Allur and Nellore majorly indicate 9 reasons for the huge number of 
left over ration card holders in the month of May. Livelihoods 
practiced by the beneficiaries have shown a visible impact on the left 
over numbers in some mandals like for instance Ongole. The major 
reasons include - 

1. Finger print authentication failure 

2. E-POS machine was not used and ration was given manually as

The audit included 35 beneficiaries from two slum areas who engage 
in mobile livelihoods like selling plastic items in the neighbouring 
villages, head loaders etc. Before introduction of POS machines their 
relatives used to collect ration for them.

a) Concerted effort for collection of Aadhaar numbers of workers who are 
already enrolled for Aadhaar; and seeding that data in the NREGASoft 
database, so that it can be completed by end- March 2015. 

b) Organization of special enrolment camps for those workers who 
missed enrolling for Aadhaar. This should be done in consultation with the 
State Registrar for Aadhaar. The planning of the location (and the 
duration) of these special camps may be carefully done keeping in view 
the number of workers left out of enrolment, to ensure ease of access. 

3. . In order to achieve the above, the following is the proposed action plan: 

a) With effect from 1 st April 2015, the Aadhaar or EID number (in case if, 
Aadhaar number is not available) of the workers shall be noted at the time 
of registration of demand . The facility to note these details will be made 
available in NREGASoft from 23 rd February onwards. 

b) In case any worker has not yet got enrolled for Aadhaar, it shall be the 
responsibility the Block Development Officer to arrange to escort such 
worker to the nearest Permanent Enrolment Centre (PEC) and get the 
enrolment done. The cost of travel to the PEC shall be met from the 
administrative costs and shall not be loaded on to the worker. As soon as 
the enrolment is done, the BDO or the representative of the Block 
administration shall enter the Enrolment ID (EID) in the database. 
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However, the demand for work shall be honoured till the EID number is 
obtained. 


c) All DPCs may be requested to facilitate organizing focused enrolment- 

m P s t0 complete enrolments in those areas where substantial number 
of workers are left out of enrolment. 

d) In order to seed the Aadhaar numbers of the workers (who already have 
got Aadhaar numbers) in the database, PO/ BDO of the respective Blocks 
shall be assigned the task of quick and accurate collection of the Aadhaar 
n urribers by deputing the GRS or Panchayat functionary to the residence 
of the workers. This action needs to be driven by the District Collectors so 
as to reach conclusion before 31 st March 2015. The daily progress in this 
regard may be monitored by the MGNREGA Commissioner at the State

2. As you may be aware that under the Post-matric scholarship 
and Metir-cum-Means based scholarships schemes of this Ministry, 
the scholarships amount are being credited directly into beneficiaries 
bank account through Direct Benefit Transfer (DBT) mode from 
2014-15. Government of India has decided to extend the DBT mode 
of payment to beneficiaries under Pre-matric scholarship scheme 
and directly credit to the students’ bank account from 2015-16. 

3. In order to avail benefits under these three scholarship 
schemes, students must have bank accounts in their own name, 
however, students in classes I to VIII, may use the bank account to 








their parents (preferable mother) or a bank account under Prime 
Minister’s Jan Dhan Yojana. 

4. Going forward, the successful implementation of the DBT 
requires that the bank accounts of students (or their parents) be 
seeded with their Aadhaar number. The deadline to complete this 
seeding process is February, 2015. 

5. I, therefore, request you to kindly issue instructions for 
ensuring suitable time bound action to enable transfer of scholarship 
by completing the processes of i) enrolment and issue of Aadhaar to 
all eligible students; ii) opening of bank accounts; and iii) seeding of 
the Aadhaar with the bank accounts.
